Secretary Knox Sends Note to Nicara­ 
guan Minister. 
Washington, March 18.—Consider­ 
able interest, attended with much 
guessing as to what may be its full 
import, is attached to the note which 
Secretary of Styte Knox dispatched 
to Senor Espinosa, the Nicaraguan 
minister, and which is supposed to 
contain a statement of the American 
government’s present attitude on the 
Emery claim, which the United States 
has been trying to have arbitrated for 
years. Secretary Knox declined to 
say anything about the communica­ 
tion. 
Whether the note to Mr. Espinosa 
contains any observation defining the 
position of this government as to what 
may he expected in the future from 
Nicaragua along the line of the wishes 
of this government cannot he learned 
from any responsible source, although 
this would not be surprising in the 
present temper of the administration. 
That the permanent establishment 
of peaceful 
conditions in Central 
America may be brought about by the 
United States and Mexico is the opin­ 
ion held and the wish expressed by 
the large South American countries, 
according to a statement of a promi­ 
nent government official and a close 
student of Latin-American affairs. 
He declared that there had been a 
recent change of attitude in these 
countries toward the United States. 
This is due, he added, more than to 
any other cause to the manner in 
which this government handled the 
Cuban situation, gaining thereby the 
confidence of the South American re­ 
publics.

JOIN TELEGRAPHERS 


Strike Movement kins Much 
Headway In Paris. 


Paris, March 18.—The letter car­ 
riers have joined the strike of the 
telegraphers, telephone operators and 
mail clerks employed by the postoffice 
department. At a meeting they voted 
by a large majority to begin a strike 
at once. Eight hunderd postmen em­ 
ployed In the delivery of newspapers 
and parcels atso went out. 
The strike movement gained great­ 
ly throughout the day, Paris being 
practically isolated from tbs rest of 
France and France from the outside 
world. Eight thousand strikers met 
ar.d passed a resolution to maintain 
the struggle to the bitter end. 
Premier Clemenceau declares that 
the government is ready for a fight 
and will not recede in its determina­ 
tion to force the strikers to the wall. 
A very serious situation, however, has 
arisen through the inability of the 
government to communicate with its 
foreign representatives and the strik­ 
ers cut the private telephone wire 
connecting the Elysee palace with 
the various ministries. Troops are 
held in readiness at Versailles to rein­ 
force the Paris troops in case any 
demonstration of a serious nature oc­ 
curs. There is an alarming rumor 
that the secretary of the Railroad 
Employes’ union has promised to or­ 
der out these men in a sympathetic 
strike.

Company it isSaid Has Expended 


About $30,000 for Them in 


in its Various Shops 


IIT he N orthern Pacific Railway com­ 
pany is installing a new system of 
checking machines in the shops here. 
The machines will take the place of the 
old system of personal checks. 
H ere­ 
tofore each workman received a brass 
check when he went to work in the 
morning, the check bearing th 
ber of his name on the pay roll. 
This 
check 
he turned in a t noon and re­ 
ceived again on going to work in the 
afternoon. 
There was occasionally the 
loss of a check and the necessity of a 
man to give out the checks in each de­ 
partm ent, considerable dexterity and 
a goes! memory for faces being neces­ 
sary in giving out the checks. 
O ther­ 
wise a man could call for his check, 
fall in line again and call for th at of 
an absent friend, then drop both into 
the slot when quitting work, thus per­ 
m itting the Jother man to draw wages 
for time he did not put in. 
W ith the 
new machines there is a large dial 
bearing a hole for each number. 
There 
is an arm pivoted at the center of the 
dial and when a pin at the end of the 
arm is inserted in a hole in the dial and 
the arm pressed in until the bell rings, 
the.exact time is registered on a strip 
of paper sim ilar to th a t on a cash reg ­ 
ister, and opposite the sam e num ber as 
the hole punched. 
The machine then 
registers the exact time a t which the 
bel! rung. 
The machines in use here 
are standard ten hour clocks. 
The 
tim e from 7 a. m. to noon is stam ped 
in red, as is the time from 1 p. m. to G 
p. 
m. 
A t other times the stam p is 
don< 
in green, so th at a glance a t the 
tim e slip will show instantly when a 
man checks in or out during working 
hours. 
There were machines shipped 
here for the various departm ents, but 
in order th at there may be no confu­ 
sion on the records the dials are to be 
so changed th at the clocks, instead of 
each dial being numbered consecutively 
from one to 150 or 200 according to the 
c ipacity of the clock, they will be 
numbered in a continuous series, com 
m encing at 1 and running to 1400. 
Only one machine, th a t in the planing 
mill is at use now and the old system 
will be continued in the other depart­ 
m ents until the dials are changed over 
and proper slips prepared. 
The machines will be installed in all 
the shops of the system it is said and 
the total expense to the company will 
be in the neighborhood of $30,000. 


F. W. Gilbert, general superinten­ 
dent of the N orthern Pacific railway, 
who was in the city Wednesday, talked 
freely concerning present conditions. 
He stated th at traffic was alm ost un- 
preccdently light a t present but th a t it 
w'as believed th at it would increase 
rapidly when congress got through with 
the tariff question and the special ses­ 
sion adjourned. 
Ordinary m erchan­ 
dise business w a s‘ good he said, being 
fully up to the average for this season, 
but traffic in structural iron, building 
m aterial, stock for 
m anufacturers, 
lumber and such articles was very 
light. 
This he laid not so much to any 
fear as to the result of the action of 
congress on the country at large, as be­ 
cause of expectation of the changes, 
num -4 and a doubt as to which article would 
be affected. 
As a result merchants are 
ordering lightly and all big enterprises 
are at a standstill. 
N either proprietor 
or contractor w ants to make contracts 
either for large construction 
or cover­ 
ing an extended period of time. 
Mr. 
Gilbert expressed the opinion, however, 
that business would soon regain a nor­ 
mal tone afte r congress gets through, 
no m atter w hat is done. 
Speaking of passenger traffic Mr. 
G ilbert expressed the opinion th a t the 
coming season would be record breaker, 
especially in w estern business. 
He be­ 
lieved th at there will be a very large 
number of people from the eastern 
states will take advantage of the Alas­ 
ka-Y ukon-Seattle exposition to visit 
Seattle and other points on the Pacific 
coast. 
The 
N orthern 
Pacific’s new 
trains, which will be started May 23, 
he declared would be electric lighted 
and the equal of any in trans-continent­ 
al service and he anticipated

Machines will Take the Place of 
Copper Checks in Register­ 
ing Workmen . 


INSTALLED IN OTHER SHOPS 


Company it isSaid Has Expended 
About $30,000 for Them in 
in its Various Shops 
IfcThe Northern Pacific Railway com­ 
pany is installing a new system of 
checking machines in the shops here. 
The machines will take the place of the 
old system of personal checks. 
Here­ 
tofore each workman received a brass 
check when he went to work in the 
morning, the check bearing the num-» 
ber of his name on the pay roll. This 
check he turned in at noon and re­ 
ceived again on going to work in the 
afternoon. There was occasionally the 
loss of a check and the necessity of a 
man to give out the checks in each de­ 
partment, considerable dexterity and 
a good memory for faces being neces­ 
sary in giving out the checks. Other­ 
wise a man could call for his check, 
fall in line again and call for that of 
an absent friend, then drop both into 
the slot when quitting work, thus per­ 
mitting the {other man to draw wages 
for time he did not put in. With the 
new machines there is a large dial 
bearing a hole for each number. There 
is an arm pivoted at the center of the 
dial and when a pin at the end of the 
arm is inserted in a hole in the dial and 
the arm pressed in until the bell rings, 
the-exact time is registered on a strip 
of paper similar to that on a cash reg­ 
ister, and opposite the same number as 
the hole punched. The machine then 
registers the exact time at which the 
bell rung. The machines in use here 
are standard ten hour clocks. The 
time from 7 a. rn. to noon is stamped 
in red, as is the time from I p. rn. to 6 
p. rn. At other times the stamp is 
done in green, so that a glance at the 
time slip will show instantly when a 
man checks in or out during working 
hours. There were machines shipped 
here for the various departments, but 
in order that there may be no confu­ 
sion on the records the dials are tq be 
so changed that the clocks, instead of 
each dial being numbered consecutively 
from one to 150 or 200 according to the 
capacity of the clock, they will be 
numbered in a continuous series, com 
mencing at I and running to 1400. 
Only one machine, that in the planing 
mill is at use now and the old system 
will be continued in the other depart­ 
ments until the dials are changed over 
and proper slips prepared. 
The machines will be installed in all 
the shops of the system it is said and 
the total expense to the company will 
be in the neighborhood of $30,000.

1,000 rurales, but owing to the rugged 
character of the country it will he ex- ! 
tremely difficult for the troops to come 
to close quarters with the insurgents. 
While tho government still 
insists 
that the band consists of only eight 
men. it is alleged that the movement 
is farreaching and includes quite a 
large number of those who have be­ 
come discontented with the way af­ 
fairs have been conducted. 
It is declared on aparently responsi­ 
ble authority that Cortez is accom­ 
panied by fully 100 men mounted and 
well armed. 
More gratifying to the 
government than the prospective cap­ 
ture of the insurgent hand was the 
arrest and subsequent killing of for­ 
mer Captain La Y’astida of the rurai 
guards, who is believed to have been 
the principal instigator of the upris­ 
ing.

the government.

La Vastida was recently dismissed 
from the rural guard,

pendence and had made many friends 
in Santa Clara province, by whom the

Will He Come Back Alive? 
Professor Frederick Starr of the Chi­ 
cago university, himself an African 
traveler of some note, has been report­ 
ed as saying th at Roosevelt will uever 
return from the dark continent alive— 
not that the beasts will get bim, but 
the fevers. 
Ex-Senator Thomas C. 
P latt, who adm its th at he made Roose­ 
velt governor and vice president, says 
the same thing, and, while P latt is not 
an authority on Africa, he should be an 
expert on death—at least of the polit­ 
ical variety. 
On the other hand, Carl 
Akely, the taxiderm ist of the Field m u­ 
seum, who has been over practically the 
sam e ground th at Roosevelt will trav- 
•rse, says. the ex-president will be as 
»afe in Africa as he would be in Oyster 
Bay and safer than in Chicago. W here 
doctors thus disagree I suppose the rest 
of us are entitled to form our own con­ 
clusions.

At Naples the members of the expe­ 
dition will take a steam er for Kilin- 
dini harbor, Mombasa Island, which 
they tHII reach about the end of April. 
They will then proceed by the Uganda 
railw ay to Nairobi, which will be their 
base of supplies for the big hunt. Nai­ 
robi is 327 miles up the line from Mom­ 
basa. In this section of Africa there 
are two rainy seasons, one in the 
spring and another shorter one in the 
late fall. The aim of Mr. Roosevelt 
and his associates is to take advantage 
of the six months between the two 
seasons. In October the expedition will 
go on by rail to P ort Florence, on Lake 
Victoria Nyanza, m aking a journey of 
584 miles by rail all told. It will then 
cross the Uganda by caravan, doing 
some bunting and exploring doubtless 
on the way, and then will pass down 
the whole length of the Nile, reaching 
K hartum about April, 1910. 
There, 
according to present plans, it will be 
joined by Mrs. Roosevelt, who will ac­ 
company her husband down the rit;er 
to Cairo. 
H ere the expedition will separate, 
the scientists returning a t once to the 
United States, the, Roosevelts proceed­ 
ing to Europe, w here they will spend 
a year on the continent and in Eng­ 
land. During this tim e Mr. Roosevelt 
will deliver the Romanes lecture at 
Oxford, will give an address a t the 
Sorbonne, in Paris, and another before 
the Univerr ty of Berlin, In which city 
he will be the guest of the kaiser. He 
will also visit the home of his ances­ 
tors in Holland and there will proba­ 
bly speak again. 
Each of these lec­ 
tures, as before mentioned, will be in 
the language of the country in which 
it is delivered.

danger looms in sight. 
The color of Mr. Roosevelt’s tents 
will be green to lie In harmony with 
tho surrounding foliage. 
It is some­ 
times desirable not to attract too much 
attention. The A frican anim als have a 
highly developed artistic taste and ob­ 
ject to violent effects in the color 
scheme. A white tent Is an offense to 
their eyes, and they are liable to do 
things to It. The rhinoceros Is espe­ 
cially sensitive in this regard and will 
charge through a w hite tent iii a most 
rude and ill bred fashion. Lum bering 
elephants, prowling lions and very long 
snakes are also most curious about 
white tents. It Is advisable not only to 
hunt African game without a brass 
band, but to advertise the m atter just 
as little as possible. This Is one place 
where 
Joseph 
Pulitzer’s 
“publicity, 
publicity, publicity,” should be sternly 
repressed. 
Guns, Guns and More Guns. 
As for firearms, the Roosevelt outfit 
will carry along an arsenal sufficient 
to arm a South American revolution. 
It will look like carrying the w ar into 
A frica w ith a vengeance. 
There will 
be guns enough to shoot up the whole 
continent. There will be guns for big 
game and guns for little game, guns 
for elephants and guns ranging all the 
way down to those intended for w art 
hogs. Moreover, every man w ith the 
expedition, including even the native 
bearers, will know how to shoot. They 
will have to. W here It is a case of kill 
or be killed it is up to the hum an ani­ 
mal to “do it first.” 
Most of the hunting will be done in 
the region about Nairobi. In this sec­ 
tion of Africa are more anim als than 
there are trusts on M anhattan Island 
or lobbyists in W ashington, and th at is 
getting well along tow ard infinity. The 
tall grass is full of them. The hunter 
does not know w hat moment he will 
flush a covey of hippopotamuses, rout 
out a lion or scare up a grunting rhi­ 
noceros. On one hand he will run into 
a flock of elephants and on the other 
stir up an A frican leopard or a herd of 
bison. In the m eantim e he is liable to 
step on any kind of snake, from one 
four feet in length to a wriggling 
m onster seemingly as long as the fa­ 
bled sea serpent. In such an environ­ 
m ent the hunter needs not only guns, 
but nerves; also, on occasion, legs. 
A 
hunter who cannot do a tall stunt at 
running is liable to be out of the game 
in short order. There are tim es when 
the only thing possible is to take to 
the tall timber. 
W hen th e armored 
cruiser of the veldt, the rhinoceros, 
gets under full sail there is nothing to 
be done but run or climb. The beast is 
invulnerable to bullets except a t two 
or three spots, and unfortunately none 
of these is exposed when he is mak­ 
ing a head-on charge. 
A rhinoceros 
will charge anything from a locomo­ 
tive to an elephant. And anything he 
charges he puts out of commission. 
Boosevelt and Sleeping Sickness. 
A nother tough custom er is the Afri­ 
can buffalo. H e Is a treacherous brute, 
luring his pursuer into an am bush and 
then charging him before he can get 
out of the way. A wounded elephant 
Is also a difficult proposition. H e is 
hard to kill and fights to the last, his 
trum petings calling up other elephants 
to join the chase. 
As for the lion, 
while exceedingly dangerous by night, 
he is not so form idable to hunt by day 
as several of the beasts already men­ 
tioned. 
The Roosevelt hunt looks rather ter­ 
rifying and hair raising a t this dis­ 
tance. 
W hen the chief actor in It, 
however, reads the numerous predic­ 
tions th at he will never come out alive 
he only smiles in an amused w ay and 
goes on w ith his packing. 
The greatest danger to life in Africa 
is from w hat is known as the sleeping 
sickness, and from his sizzling activity 
during the past seven years it is the 
last disease th a t will ever attack Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt.
